A motion was passed by me Union T.C.D., who recently resigned 
House Committer at a special mort- her post as R. V. C. Warden 
ing lust week aiming at abolishing and W.'U spend the winter in 
the present House Committee of nine Bermuda 
members and substituting a commit- 
tee o£ throe consisting of the Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and Secretary. 
The following amendment to this ef- 
fect, signed by two "members of the 
present committee will be presented 
to the students at the society meeting 
two weeks away. 

The form of the present committee 
Tins been criticised as being too cum- 
bersome and slow-running. The 
amendment is intended to improve 
this state of affairs while at the same 
time the new commirioe will not be 
able to exceed its powers duo to the , First Get Together to Take 
required sanction of the Student's 
Executive Council. 
The amendment follows. 
We, the undersigned, propoie the 
following amendments to ths 
Constitution of the McGill Union. 
1. That Article VI, Section I, 
which reads: — "The Union shell 
be administered by a committee 
of nine undergraduates of the 
university, consisting ef (a) a 
President, (b) a Vice-President, 
(c) a Secretary, (d) one repre- 
sentative from Arts (e) one from 
the School oF Commerce, (f) one 
from Law (g) one representative 
from Dentistry, (h) Z representa- 
tives from Modicine. (i) 2 repre- 
sentatives from Science." shall be 
amended to read: — "The Union 
shall be administered by a com- 
mittee of 3 undergraduates of the 
University consisting of (a) a 
President, (b) a Vice-President, 
(c) a Secretary." 

11. That Article VII, section 3, 
which reads: — "The remaining 
members of the Committee shall 
to elected for a term of one year, 
commencing on November 1st, 
and onding on October 31st of the 
following year.- The elections for 
the ordinary members of the com- 
mittee shall be faculty else tiens

Yesterday afternoon, between Iwci 
and five o'clock, was Hie busiest day 
fn the history of the Hook Exchange. 
Since the Inauguration of this con- 
venience to students Ins! year, the 
Hook Exchange has grown steadily In 
favor, until today tho staff has been 
doublçd, and the use of two offices 
has been necessary. 

Tho largest number of sales In one 
day last year totaled SIS'.', while yes 
lorday's aggregate came close lo $230. 
This shows a topping over the prevl 
ous mark by $40. 

When the doors opened at two 
o'clock the office was Immediately 
filled wilh clamouring clients. 
Amongst the best sellers were Now- 
cll's College Chemistry, Spier's Grad- 
uated Exercises In French, Precis do 
la l.itteraturo Française by Dos 
Oranges, tilde's Political Economy, 
and Br. Murray's Differential and In 
tergr.il Calculus. 

As a result of the big demand for 
the above hocks, all students who In- 
tend to hand in their copies are re- 
quested to do so immediately either 
at the Union Tuck Shop, or at the re- 
ceiving office, which was the former 
Annual P.oom, in the basement of the 
Union. 

There is, however, a large surplus 
stock of first year French hooks, also 
over a shelf of English I texts, Includ- 
ing Woollcy's Composition and Es- 
says and Studies. Amongst other 
books to be found In abundance arc — 
Elementary Maths, Kimball's College 
Physics, nobinson's History of West 
em Europe and German Science 
Readers. 

It is pointed out that there are nu 
merous bookî on the shelves of the 
Book Exciiangc which make excellent 
reference books for honor and gradu- 
ate students. They cover a variety of 
subjects including— Chemistry, Phys- 
ics, Mechanics, Engineering, Psycho- 
logy and Classics.

At the Invitation and under the au- 
spices of Mctilll University and more 
particularly tho Departments of Eng- 
lish and Komancc Languages Mau- 
rice Colbournc and I1I3 company will 
present two plays from their -re- 
pertoire of the worl. s of George Ber- 
nard Shaw in Movrc . llall during the 
week of October 1 1.

Contracted Pneumonia Due 
lo Exposure in 
Explorations 

Dr. Etleniio S. liicler, assistant pro- 
fessor of Physics at Mctilll, who was 
doing geophysical work for the Aus- 
tralian Government, died suddenly In 
August after an attack of pneumonia 
ni Cici'âld(oii, West Australia. Or; Bic- 
ler contracted pneumonia 11s a result 
of exposure during his explorations, 
nnd It In believed that he was 111 for 
only a short lime. 

Dr. Mleler was tho son of Professor 
Charles liicler of McGill and was born 
In Lausanne, Switzerland on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1891. I la was educated at 
Montreal High School and later at 
McGill. After a distinguished acade- 
mic, career hn received an M. Sc. do- 
grco, at McG'.ll. 

During the World War Dr. Dlclcr 
served overseas with tho Canadian 
artillery. After ho had I. con twice 
Wounded, he returned . tu Canada, to 
recuperate in 1917. The next year he 
sal cd for further service In England 
where ho was attached to the sub- 
marine Investigation department at 
Harwich. 

Worked Under Ruthsrford 

After ho hail completed I1I3 course 
at McGill, Dr. Bicler was awarded an 
overseas scholarship and proceeded to 
Ca-.nbridgo University where lie 
studied at the Cavendish Laboratory 
under Sir Ernest Buthcrford. In 1923 
ho graduated with the degreo of Doc- 
tor 'of Philosophy. Ills work on the 
structure of tho atom in collaboration 
with Sir Ernest Uutherford and Pro- 
fessor Chad wick established his rep- 
utation as an independent investiga- 
tor, and by his researches in radio- 
activity ho led to fundamental advan- 
ces In tho knowledge of the structure 
of matter, lie was well known too tor 
his work in magnetism and electrical 
measurements. 

In 1923 ho was appointed assistant 
professor of physics at McGill. From 
1923 to 192S he gave courses lo honor 
students in radioactivity, electrical 
measurements, and advanced statics 
and dynamics. 

Before the end of the 1923-29 sss- 
slon ho was given icayu of .1 ■scnce to 
go to Australia where he was engaged 
under the government on geophysi- 
cal exploration, lie left Montreal in 
April 192S. 

Shortly before his death Dr. Bicler 
inspected tho work of several pros- 
pecting parties in Western Australia, 
where ho contracted pneumonia. 

During tho summer of 1927 Dr. liic- 
ler In conjunction with .Mr. 11. G. I. 
Watson did some geophysical survey- 
ing In Northern Ontario and they 
brought back with them a motion pic- 
ture of some of their work.

P. -Tho 
yacht Uvlra, which was grounded on 
a simal at the entrance to tha tnuor 
harbo', was being refilled loday for a 
scientific expedition bended by Dr. 
Howard llurnes, of Mctilll University, 
Moniroa', well-known expert on arctic 
Ice forma I Ions. 

When the Uvlra Is ro-criulppod, D '• 
Parues will return from McGill and 
v lll go to the Hay of Fundy for a 
scries of experiments, which he hopes 
will make iceberg's visible' at night. 

If lie is successful, ships will bo able 
I.) proceed nt normal speed a(. night 
or in fogs without danger of collision 
with Icebergs. In this way ho hopes 
also lo mako Iho St. Lawrence route 
lo Europe safer than at prêtent.

World Nurses 
Convened Her 

Garden Party of Four Thous- 
and Held on Campu3 

Montreal w.13 the scene of much 
activity last month when over six 
thousand nurses from thirty-four dif- 
ferent countries convened here at the 
Sixth General Congress of tho Inter- 
national Council o; Nurses. It was tin. 
greatest gather ng ever held and had 
been anticipated by Canadians fot 
two years. The total registra:ion was 
6,213 of which 2.S22 reprcsenteu 
Canada. 

Miss N. D. Gage, president of the 
International Council of Nurses, pre- 
sided a; several of tho even- 
ing sessions which wero held in tho 
Forum. Tho watchword for tho com- 
ing years was o.ferod by Miss Mar- 
garet Dreay, associate editor of tho 
British Journal' o: N'urs'ng.

Five now nations were received in- 
to the membership of the I.C.N.: Bra- 
Cireece, Jugoslavia. Ph'lippinos, 
Sweden. Tiie ceremony o:' induction 
was nulto a colourful one. 

Addresses were given by many 
prominent speakers. Through the un- 
avoidable absence of Miss M.. A. 
Nutting, her discourse on 'The Fu- 
ture'' was read by M'ss Elisabeth 
Burgess. Dr. Julius Tandlcr. professor 
at tho University of Vienna, and Dr. 
J. L. Biggar, National Commiss'oner 
Canadian Bod Cross Society spoke at 
.some of 1 ijo sessions. The Honourable 
Dr. Manion. M. P., delivered a very in- 
teresting address on tho 'liitordepen- 
donco oC Nal'ons." 

Social functions varied the pro- 
gramme considerably. Dr. C, F. Mar- 
tin. Dean of th 0 Medical Faculty of 
McCilll University and Mrs. Mart-'n 
on'.ertalnod tho Council at a garden 
party held at their summer homo in 
Sonnoville, Mr. .1. W. McConnell, a 
governor 0: MeGill, and Mrs. McCon- 
nell had tho nurses visit them at thoir 
residenco In Dorval. A banquet at 
tlio Mount Royal Hotel, and a garden 
party on the Campus of McGill at 
which 1000 were prosont were among 
tho social gatherings. 

Speeial services wero hold for the 
nurses at Christ Church Cathedral 
and at Xotro Dame Church, while 
every afternoon special films wero 
shown in tho Auditorium of the 
Montreal High School, Illustrating 
various phases of health education.

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TO BE OR NOT TO BE 

EASTERN influence has been slowly but surely making its 
effect felt upon the Western world. The most glaring ex- 
ample of such an impact is shown in the idea of hari-kari that 
has come upon -old. well organised and traditional institutions in 
the English speaking world, and in particular, the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations. In our own land but a few months ago 
a certain Senate Chamber in the Maritimes voted unto itself suf- 
ficient a number of members to procure its own abolition. Some 
people have expressed themselves that a similarly functioning 
body in England would do the same thing in the coming years. 
Now today the Union House Committee have issued a motion of 
amendment to the Constitution of the McGill Students' Society 
which, if carried at the Annual General Meeting of Students, will 
abolish themselves too. 

Student suicide seemed to be all the rage in a previous col- 
lege in the United States of America but the position taken by 
the Union House Committee is not at all comparable to such an 
epidemic. Whatever may be the" attitude taken before suicide, 
hasty or deliberate, it is purely a personal matter and there is 
usually but one reaction. The attitude of the Union House Com- 
mittee has not been one of haste for they have had all the year 
•in which to consider the matter, having had nothing else to do. 
The two meetings have been solely upon the matter of abolitiort. 
Their recommendation was placed before the Students' Council 
last term and sanctioned. If for nothing else, this actjias justi- 
fied their being elected last fall. Wisdom is theirs. 

Elected annually from the Junior year of the different facul- 
ties the Union House Committee is a body which, as described in 
the student handbook. 
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"draws up a programme of events for the season 
which includes a series of informal and formal 
dances, which are held in the large ballroom on the 
top floor of the building, several smokers and many 
musical teas, as well as billiard tournaments." 



V N4.11 their recommendations require the sanction of the Stu- 
dents' Council, upon whom the ultimate onus rests. The com- 
mittee is headed by three officers who are elected annually by 
the student body. Although the task, in the main, has not been 
arduous for these executive heads, it has been no sinecure. Still 
the committee feels that these three men are quite capable of 
doing such organising as is necessary. 

Should the amendment to constitution pass, and there ap- 
pears to be no valid reason why it should not, then these officers, 
: iiame]y, the President, Vice-President and Secretary of the 
.Union House Committee, will become a smooth working and 
■well balanced executive. They will continue to be represented 
._on the Students' Council as the President of the Union is a mem- 
Toer by virtue of his office. 

The student body as a whole need have no fears that the abol- 
ition of the Union House Committee will consequently mean that 
such affairs as smokers, forma! and informal dances, musicales 
and billiards will be done away with. Providing that there is 
enough interest shown in these functions, and among students 
there will never be a lack, they will continue on in the ojd sweet 
and smokey way. 

A word of warning might be well for it may counteract a 
hafi-kari epidemic, as other executives may feel that their task 
is superfluous. If there is no spontaneity of interest a club 
shuld cease to exist. The spirit which brought about an organi- 
sation in one student generation may not be carried on in another 
and the club or society, as such, has no place on the campus. 
Whatever is the attitude to be adopted it should be only after 
■ careful deliberation.

The restrictions on vessels on the lakes were gradually re- 
moved by 1787-8, and shipping became free from strict Govern- 
ment regulations. 

That year, 1785, saw the foundation of the Beaver Club, of 
which many historians have written. In order to be eligible 
thereto, one had lo have spent at least ,onc winter in Ilia upper 
country. McGill was one of the 19 original members, his quali- 
fication being given as of 17G6. 

According to the rules of the Club, its first yearly meeting 
was to be held during the first week in December, then once a 
fortnight to the second week in April, besides .summer meetings 
for the Captains of the fur vessels. The Club was limited lo 
fifty-five members, and ten honorary members. As a matter of 
fact, it began with nineteen members. Members were forbidden 
to entertain, or accept invitations on nights of Club meetings. 

Th? msetiiiffs of the C!ub look nlaco Mr. James McGill and Mr. Benjamin 
at one of the taverns— In the Inst yearn 
-ho City Tavern or Billon's Hotel. The 
minutes of the Club from 1S07 to 1S11 
arc still in existence. Burin- those 
four years, McGill appears to have 
attended thirty-three meetings. 

h'ome time in 1S0T, one of the newly 
elected members proposed to change 
the name into that of Voyageurs" Club. 
The only French speaking member pre- 
sent, one Classon, stated that he would 
r.ot stay In the club unless it changed 
its name (the report is not clear, he 
ray have said the very reverse). At 
any rate he withdrew nt once: a very 
foolish thing, since a- votc being taken 
It resulted in a tic and it was decided 
to toss a dollar. It. fell face upwards 
and the name was preserved; Had 
G.asson stayed he would have had the 
casting vote. 

As to Media's hehavlonrat the nea- 
rer Club, I shall quote Sir William 
Bawson, late Principal of McGill Uni- 
versity: 

"Mr. McGill is descril>ed by his 

contemporaries as a man of tall 

and commanding figure — in his 

youth a very handixmie man, but 

becoming corpulent in his old age. 

Ho was a prominent member of 

the association of fur magnates 

known as the "Beaver Club." A 

reminiscence of a gentleman, then 

resident in Montreal (Mr. Hen- 
derson, of Hemlson) represents 

him, then a very old man, at one of 

the meetings singing n, voyogcur's 

song with accurate oar and sonor- 
ous voice, and imitating, paddle in 

hand, the action of the bow-man 

of a North canoo in ascending a 

rapid. But though taking his full 

share in the somewhat jovial 

social life of that early lime, Air. 

McGill was a'. ways an esteemed 

and temperate man."... 

On April 4th and J Stir, 17S6, he was 
one of tlio signatories of a memorial 
of Montreal merchants, concerning 
trade with the Indians at MicltilHmac-i 
kinae, said memorial addressed to Sir 
John Johnson, Bart., Superintendent- 
General of Indians in Bower Canada. 

The Montreal Fire Club was organ- 
ized on April 2nd, 1780. Its articles of 
association read as fo'lows: 

''Considering the great Loss and 
"Bamage which happons lo the prop- 
"erly of individuals in case of Fire 
"for want of regulations for pncUIng 
"and moving Goods In Houses an ' 
"Stores in danger, 

"We tlio Subscribers agree lo form 
'ourselves into a Fire Club for tlx 
"mutual relief and assistance of (;;■ h 
"other under tlio following régula 
"lions, viz 

"J. The Club shall nol consist or 
"more tliaii Fourteen members. ., . 

"2, Kach member shall be provided 
"with four good Leather Buckets and 
"Four Bags of a Yard wido and a 
")'ai'd and a half long mark'd Fire 
"Club no 1 with his name at length, 
"lo bo kept at I heir dwelling Houses 
"and not lo be used cither of llicm on 
"any of the occasion than Fires, . . 

"7. Buch member shall acquaint 
"himself with the Houses and stores 
"of all ilie members of Iho Club and 
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Froblshcr's Office of Magistrate nol 
allowing ot particular attention from 
them lo tho Members of the Club In 
case of fire, their partners are added 
to supply their places." 

Every year a watchword and an 
answer were supplied. For Instance 
for 3 7S7, the watchword was "La- 
clilnc'' and the answer, "Quebec". 

James McGill was Deputy Steward 
in 1701 and Steward In 170:1. At the 
quarterly meeting of October 1-ltii, 
1793, it is ordered that buckets bo 
provided for James McGill, A Allldjo 
and John McGill, who lost one each 
at the lire at Messrs. Bouthiliier's 
house. The cost was £1 2s. Cd. 
' I:i 1793, McGill appears to have been 
replaced by his brother Andrew as a 
member of 'the Flro Club. 

The year 17S0, wlien the Fire Club 
was formed, and the preceding one, 
wore no£ very prosperous ones for the 
firm of Todd and McGill, if wo judge 
by a letter of McGill to ills friend and 
debtor, John Askln, dated April 12th, 
17SC, in which lie says: "Tho House 
having wrote you on' business, leaves 
me nothing further to say on that 
head than to conjuro you by every 
tie of friendship lo leave no stone un- 
turn'd in order to ma ko remittances, 
for on this Summer depends our own 
existence as men of Character and 
Credit. Tho very scanty payments we 
made last year, has left us indebted 
with our friends in Bngland so large- 
ly that Todd, writes nio ho was under

Gill, together with his partner, Isaac 
Todd, and many distinguished citi- 
zens had sailed for London on SS. 
"Trade". 

In their absence, the beach lots 
situate nt Horcl, which tho llnvcrn- 
ment Intended to glvo to Its friends", 
Including Joseph Froblshor, ot Mon- 
treal, Kobcrl Lester, of Quebec, and 
his nephew, Itobert Morrogli, were 
drawn, and McGill obtained Lot No. 
203. 

On August 2nd, 1787, James McGill 
wus given the rank of Major in the 
militia. Ho was raised to a colonelcy 
In 1S11 and died a brigadier-general. 

On September tûtli, 17S7, Mr. Mc- I 
CHI appeared beforo tlio commission 
appointed two years previously, to 
look Into tho administration ot Jus- 
tice nt Quebec and Montreal, and 
comp'.ained bitterly of "the glorious 
uncertainty of the law" as expounded 
by t'.ic judges of tho day.

The acting secretary to Indian affairs, 
Tut Langan, explains in a postscript: 
"Tho four Slaves charged in th*s fore- 
going acount, wero purchased by 
order ot the Superintendent-General 
of Indian Affairs in order to fulfil a 
promise mado by Governor St. Clair 
to the Indians and confirmed by Capt. 
llobertson, to replace some of their 
people killed in action during the late 
war."

The officers of the club 
shall be an honorary president, a cap- 
tain and a manager, and for tïio sea- 
son 1020-30 a president. 

5. Election, of officers. The captain 
shall bo elected for the following sea- 
son by the team of the previous «oa- 
son at a special meeting to be held 
immediately after the IntorcolicglntO 
competition. Their decision must bo 
upproved by the hon. president. The 
manager shall be elected for the fol- 
lowing season at a general meet lag 
of the club, held after tho Inlercol- 
leger/late competition. 

6. Competition Committee. There 
shall be a competition committee, 
whoso duty It shall be to decide which 
players have qualified for pinces on 
the Intercollegiate team. 

The. committee rhr.ll lie composed 
of the captain, and tho two players

7. Eligibility for Team. Tho com-

Harvard Enrollment 
Greater This Year 

Business School Shows Large 
Increase 



Cambridge, Mass., October 2. — The 
tetal number of students enrolled in 
Harvard University lato yesterday 
afternoon was 7802. At tho corres- 
ponding time last year Ibo total was 
only 7515. 

Although this is a new record for tho 
University, Harvard Coileso la slightly 
behind in numbers so far enrolled. A 
tctal of 31(15 men have so far registered 
In tho Collège . Of this total the Fresh- 
men led In number enrolled with nine 
hundred ami ninety-one. Tho .Sopho- 
mores stand second with eight hundred 
and forty-sis students. Six hundred 
and ninety-four aro enrolled in the 
Junior c'ass, while the Sonlors number 
five hundred and sixty-two. This year 
lliero àro eeventy-two out of course 
students. in addition, fo.'ty-foiir 
special students registered In the 
College. 

Although the Collcgo Is below Its 
lust year's figures, tiio Law School 
nnd Business School showed sub- 
stantial Increases, tho 1 former going 
from 1512 to 15S7 in-! I'.hcrs, and the 
latter from Sii9 to 987 members in 11 
year. 

This Is by far the largest enro'lment 
the Hujlnoss School has ever reached 
but is in lino with its plan of raising 
tho present limitations on number of 
students. 

Tho (iradunte School of Arts and 
Sciences shows a marked increase in 
numbers, which Is especially gratifying 
as it show's that not nil collcgo grad- 
uates urn being lured into the llnsluoss, 
Modlcnl or Law Schools.

Cornell Attains 
New High Total 

Over 5,000 Students Enrolled 
This Fall 



Tthaca, Xew York, October 8.— 
Official fjpurci of WR.'straUon at 
Cornell up to this week disclosed the 
largest, fall registration In the history 
of trie University, with a total of 
5,166 students enrolled. This repre- 
sents an increase of 2M students over 
fast year, and exceeds the larffest pre- 
vious total in i??fi by lîfi students. 

The major portion of :lio Increase 
is In the number o£ law rtudents. 
there beinc Tfi02 this year as against 
141! last year. Thorp was also an In- 
crease In old students who returned 
there he-ng K5M this year as against 
3502 last year. The previous high 
mark for new students was estab- 
lished in 10l!>, ton years ago, with nn 
enrollment of IfiOft entering students. 

The Increase this year took place 
despite the limited enrollment in the 
colleges of Arts and Sciences, Vrçhl- 
tocturo, and Homo 'Economics. The 
number admitted t » these colleges 
was approximately one-fourth of the 
number or applicants. T!ie major in- 
crease took place in the College of 
Agriculture and Home 13conom.es. 



Favours Mutation as 
Opposed To Evolution 

Says Responsible for Several 
Species at Least 



Bloomlngton, Indiana. October 2. — 
IOCS. Mutation, not évolution as Dar- 
win understood it. is responsih'e for at 
least some species, Prof. A. C. Kinscy, 
ol the Zoo'og'y department, said Wed- 
nesday. Laboratory experiments have 
t hown this to occur, he said. In his 
book. "The GaH-"\Vasp Genus Cyn'ps, 
A study in the Srecies,"' 13r. Kinscy 
shows that mutations do account for 
rouie of the specirs in nature. 

Mutations arc abrr.pt changes which 
occur between successive generations 
ot a species. Dr. Kinscy exp'aihed. 
Mo.'.t of our knowledge of them has 
come within the last "0 years. Darwin 
ilcve'oped his evolutionary tlicory on 
the idea that changes r.r; gradual and 
continue through several generations, 
nnfl t'nat these changes finn'ly account 
for the difference between species, Dr. 
Kinscy said. 

Laboratory experiments have shown 
that mutations occur, but outside of 
laboratory and theoretical data, the e 
is little information on the subject, 
Dr. Kinscy said. 

Dr. Kinscy has been gathering in- 
formation from nature. During the 
past summer he has been studying 
wing mutation in a species of gall 
wasp in northern Utah, and in related 
species of the wnsp in Colorada. 
northern Arizona, South Dakota and 
Wyoming. 



THE EARLY LIFE 
OF JAMES McGILL 

(Continued from page two) 
On September :3rd. 178S, McGill 
dealt with slaves on his own account, 
since ho purchased from ono dean 
Cavllhe, of St. Lawrence suburbs, n 
negro woman, and Cavl'ho declares, 
In notarial agreement,, "to bave, for 
the sum of fifty-six pounds, bargain- 
ed, sold, rolcflscd and confirmed unto 
the said .lames McGIll, his expcutorss, 
named "Sarah" about the ago of 25 
years ... to have and to bold the 
said negro woman named Sarah unto 
the said .lames McGIll, his executors, 
administrators and assigns forever." 

On the 14th of December, 17SS, he 
signed a petition demanding reforms 
in the Government. 

On January 10th, 17S9, a committee 
of the Legislative Council authorized 
its president, William Grant, to de- 
that the resignation of boats built for 
Montroal or Quebev owners, to navi- 
gate on the lakes, would In the future 
be made easier, as required by Messrs. 
McGill and others. 

On July Ptb, 17S9, he signed his 
name to an address ot welcome pres- 
ented to the Anglican Bishop of Nova 
Scotia, the night Kevercnd Charles 
Inglls, on the occasion of his first 
visit in the province of Onebec. On 
October 4, 17!>0, James McGIll wns 
chosen as one of the Directors of the 
Agricultural Society of Montreal. 

On the 2Sth of October, 1ÏP0, Vle- 
Glll again signed a petition for an 
elective assembly. 

On December CSth, 17D0. the firm of 
Todd and McGIll, together with many 
others, signed a petition to Lord 
Dorchester to guarantee greater free- 
dom of trade with Indian roun tries. 

On April Sth. 1791, one J. McGIll— 
either James or John—sailed from 
Grayescnd on S.S. "Eweretta," with 
other prominent residents of Canada. 
In the same year, James McGIll, with 
other merchants of Montreal, peti- 
tioned the Governor to repeal the law 
governing the legal, profession and 
allow any one to practise law, after 
an examination before- two judges ot 
the Common Pleas. 

In the Quebec Gazette of May 19th, 
1791, with ricrre Guy, James McGill 
is mentioned as executor of the will 
ot the late Mr. Hippolyte Desrivlercs 
brother of Mrs. McGill's first hus- 
band. 

On August 1st, 1791. the govern- 
ment made McGill a member of a 
"commission of oyer and terminer 
and general goal delivery" for the 
districts of Montreal and Three 
r. Ivors.

In 1792. the firm of Todd and Mc- 
Gill subscribed ten guineas for St. 
Gabriel Street Tresbyterian Church. 

On January 24th, 1792, McGiil 
writes to his friend Askin reminding 
him that his debt to the firm of Todd 
& MeGiil exceeds twenty thousand 
pounds, and since his brother Andrew 
is joining the firm, suggests a way 
of settling it on easy terms. He 
adds: "It does not appear that the 
seat of your new Government is fix- 
ed nor do I think It will be done 
until Governor Simcoe has visited 
the durèrent settlements, but I con- 
fess to you that I do not expect he 
will make choice of Detroit, now 
would 1 advise your building any 
hopes on such foundation .... 

"I most sincerely wish and hope 
our Government may able to mediate 
between the Indians and Americans, 
if the latter are disposed for peace 
they must relinquish the idea of get- 
ting the Posts and this I am afraid 
they will not do. be that as it may a 
representation signed by our House 
and by Erobisliers and Ecrsyths was 
j delivered Governor Simcoe and sent' 
i to Mr. Hammond, minister of Con- 
gress from Great Britain pointing 
out some incongruities In the Treaty 
of I'cacc which If properly used at 
this juncture may have some effect 
towards obtaining a new Line. 

Upvortlng to AskJn's debt, it must 
be. said that he succeeded in sub- 
stantially reducing It at least by 
nine tenths. How much of those 
i nine tenths were paid In cold cash, 
and lsow much In land, presumably 
at Askin's valuation. Is hard to tell.

Modern astronomy has Rot nwny 
from n single-minded devotion to the 
positions and motions ot sun. moon, 
planets, comets, and stars, and has 
becomo n branch of applied physics 
and chemistry. The old astronomy, 
which ruled up to n generation ng6, 
wns rooted In tho practical needs of 
farmers l" a luvini river valleys like 
those of Mesopotamia and Egypt, In 
tho practical hceifi of mariners like 
the Cretans and l'hehlclans, and in 
tho practical needs of all men, who 
wanted to know fate and tho future. 
Tho astronomers ot Mesopotamia, 
Egypt and Greece built tip tl calendar 
which wo still use with slight modi- 
fications, ami an astrology which en- 
abled re it I scientists even after the 
day of Kepler to cast horoscopes us 
pot-bolters. Even now this same 
astrology enables many Individuals 
to make a living. 

From tho days of Tycho tho older 
astronomy became a science of celes- 
tial positions and their predictions, 
with the meridian circle as tho funda- 
mental instrument. Hut tho Harvard 
meridian circle was a few years ago 
boxed nnd stored, so It was practic- 
ally recognized that tho day ot Hint 
type ot Instrument Is gone. A certain 
amount of visual work is still dope 
at Cambridge with equatorial téle- 
scopes, but It is subsidiary to tho 
photographic work at tho observa- 
tory. Most of this visual work Is 
photometric, and deals especially with 
the photometry ot variable stars, 
Eye Loses Import.mca 
With the application of the physios 
of photography, photometry and spec- 
troscopy, ot thermodynamics nnd 
radiation theory, to the stars, obvi- 
ously tho observing ryo bccnnie of 
greatly decreased Importance, The 
photographic lens (ot modified por- 
trait type) and tho objectiva prism 
c.i.mc into use. They collected, whole- 
sale, in formation on plates which ac- 
cumulated tho effects ot long expo- 
sure, unlike the fleeting retinal Im- 
pression. Interestingly enough, one of 
the results of photographic work has 
been the discovery ot multitudes of 
variable stars; and the result of their 
increasing multitude has been to open 
up to amateurs a most important llhe 
for visual observations— tho study of 
variable stars. 

The professional astronomer has his 
hands full -with the study of photo- 
graphs and the interpretation of the 
data they yield. Furthermore, obser- 
vatories are after all scattered 
sparsely over the earths surface. Now 
ni variable star is a laboratory in 
which important physical processes 
are going on, on an enormous sca'e, a 
scale not possible to approach in any 
imaginable laboratory, and with a 
continuity out ot reach of our fleeting 
experiments. The variable stars are 
exhibiting steps and stages in the 
evolution ot the universe . it Is highly 
desirable to study them, many of 
them, and continuously. 

But tho professional astronomer 
cannot do enough. So there has grown 
up about the professional core of the 
Harvard staff an important society 
bearing the name: Tho American As- 
sociation of Varlalilo Star Observers 
Most of its members aro amateurs, 
Some do astronomical missionary 
work with the help of a large col'cc- 
tlon of lantern slides, which clrcn 
late on loan from the base nt Cam- 
bridge. Some uso there own tele 
scopes, or telescopes loaned by the 
Association, of threo inch to eight 
Inch aperture, and make regular re 
ports of their observations of assigned 
variables, again to the Harvard sta- 
tlon. The reports are there carefully 
examined by a specialist, and then ap- 
pear i" the month'y reports of the 
Association In Popu'or Astronomy 
These long tables of numbers are part 
of the raw materials from which as 
trononicrs are working up the theory 
of tho development of i.tars. At the 
Association observers aro located In 
all longitudes and ninny latitudes 
North find South America, Japan 
Australia. Now Zealand, India, South 
Africa, Ita'y, Germany, France, Eng 
land — every star under study Is ob 
served continiioiis'y as the travelling 
dnrk side of I ho earth cnah'os firs)

As has been liovelopihR lalely, Ibe 
history of Mm stars nnd that ot Inter 
stellar dust. tiro connected. Our 
meteors hud shouting stars arc partly 
samples of Interstellar illisl, known 
olely by their shining nlr-p:iths, nnd 
an occasional mcleorllo fall. The 
nroful mcleor observer has not only 
an Interesting avocation, but hn also 
Is contributing to our knowledge of 
the universe.
